Wilson informs his English free trade 
friends ‘that he and his  dssociates 
are on the road to a complete surrender of

This would be‘ enough 
to go round’ if it were not for a shortage of 
the hay crop, also badly affected by the long 
drought. As it is some deficiency of supply 
is to be counted on, which must be made 
amends for outof the surplus from previous 
corn crops, feeding of live stock with wheat 
or other material than corn, a premature 
marketing of many of the animals, or ali of 
these combined.

studying the methods of foreign universities 
fur months. past in the hope of securmg for 
the local institution a system peculiarly 
adapted toits néeds.

of our own; but its oceurrence is regarded by 
many authorities as sufficiently probable to 
require that English torpedo boats should 
always. make the private | before pro- 
ceeding to extremities. his means, of 
course, that English torpedo boats. will never 
be able to attack except under the most un- 
favorable conditions—conditions so uafavor- 
able, indeed, as almost to insure their de 
str on. 

But these who take this view regard it as a. 
logical deduction from Lord George Hamil- 
ton’s dictum that the torpedo boat is essential- 
ly the weapon of the weaker combatant. So 
regarding it they also regard the almost cer- 
tain destruction of an English to o boat. 
by an enemy as of less moment to ngland 
than the possible destruction of an Euglish. 
battleship by a. friend; they con- 
sider that the best way to avert such 
a catastrophe as the latter is to require 
the torpedo boat to declare itself by mak- 
ing the private signal in all cases which leave 
room for more than a shadow of doubt. These 
views are new to me, as_ they will be to many 
of your readers, who will perhaps be nota 
little surprised to learn that they are 
held by professed advocates of torpedo boats. 
They seem to place the strategic value 
of the torpedo boat for English pur- 
poses even lower than some of ity 
most severe critics have ever ventured to 

it; and it is certainly ndta little remark- 
able that they id be entertained-at a time 
when some high authorities are beginning to 
doubt whether the position even of the battle
